Gaza ‘safe corridor’ 
deadline ends 


JERUSALEM 


THE three-hour deadline 
set by the Israeli military for 
a safe corridor in northern 
Gaza to allow residents to 
go to the "safer" southern 
part of the seaside territory 
ended at 3.30 pm on Sun- 
day. The Israeli forces are 
now waiting for the political 
leadership to take a call on 
the all-out ground offensive, 
though the forces have been 
conducting localised raids 
on Gaza strip. 

In a post on X, the Israel 
Defence Forces (IDF) earlier 
said that they will not launch 
any operation on this cor- 
ridor from 10 am to 1 pm. 
"Residents of Gaza City and 
northern Gaza, in the past 
days, we've urged you to re- 
locate to the southern area 
for your safety. 

We want to inform you 
that the IDF will not carry 
out any operations along 
this route from 10 pm to 
1 pm," the Israeli military 
said. "During this window, 
please take the opportunity 
to move southward from 
northern Gaza," it said. 

The IDF said the safety 


of Gaza residents and that 
of their families matters. 
"Please follow our instruc- 
tions and head southward. 
Be assured, Hamas leaders 
have already ensured their 
safety and that of their fami- 
lies," it said. 

Earlier in the day, the Is- 
raeli military has released 
photos that claim to show 
the Hamas group stopping 
people from going to south- 
ern Gaza. The Hamas group 
has been accused of using 
human shields. 


US wants India 


to share space 
tech: ISRO chief 


RAMESWARAM 


ISRO chairman S Somanath 
on Sunday said that experts in- 
volved in developing complex 
rocket missions in the US, after 
witnessing the developmental 
activities of Chandrayaan-3 
spacecraft, suggested that In- 
dia share space technology 
with them. 

Times have changed and 
India is capable of building 
the best of devices and rockets 
and that is why Prime Minis- 
ter Narendra Modi has opened 
the space sector to private 
players, the ISRO chief said at 
an event here. 

Somanath was addressing 
students at an event organ- 
ised by Dr APJ Abdul Kalam's 
Foundation, commemorating 
the 92nd birth anniversary of 
the late former President today. 
"Our country is a very power- 
ful nation. You understand 
that? Our knowledge and in- 
telligence level in the country 
is one of the best in the world," 
the ISRO Chief said, explain- 


ing, "In Chandrayaan-3, when 
we designed and developed 
the spacecraft, we invited ex- 
perts from the Jet Propulsion 
Laboratory, NASA-JPL, who 
does all the rockets and most 
difficult mission." 

He continued, "About 5-6 
people from NASA-JPL came 
to ISRO headquarters and 
we explained to them about 
Chandrayaan-3. That was be- 
fore the soft landing took place 
on August 23. We explained 
how we designed it and how 
our engineers made it...and 
how we are going to land on 
the Moon's surface, and they 
just said, 'no comments. every- 
thing is going to be good'."

NEW DELHI: Radiation De- 
tection Equipment (RDE) will 
soon be installed at eight land 
crossing points along India's 
borders with Pakistan, Bangla- 
desh, Myanmar and Nepal to 
check the trafficking of radio- 
active materials for its possible 
use in making nuclear devices, 
officials said. 

The RDE will be installed 
at the Integrated Check Posts 
and land ports of Attari (Paki- 
stan border), Petrapole, Agar- 
tala, Dawki and Sutarkandi 
(all on the Bangladesh bor- 
der), Raxaul and Jogbani (Ne- 
pal) and Moreh (Myanmar). 
Work order for supply, instal- 
lation and maintenance of Ra- 
diation Detection Equipment 
at eight operational ICPs has 
been awarded by the govern- 
ment through an agreement 
executed last year and the 
vendor will supply and com- 
plete the installation process 
shortly, an official privy to the 
development said. The cen- 
tral government has taken the 
initiative to install the RDE so 
that the trafficking of radioac- 
tive materials across interna- 
tional borders can be checked.

QUAKE JOLTS 
DELHI-NCR 


NEW DELHI: An earthquake 
of magnitude 3.1 on the Rich- 
ter Scale struck the national 
capital on Sunday afternoon. 
According to the National 
Center for Seismology (NCS), 
the epicentre for the quake 
was 9 km east of neighbouring 
Faridabad in Haryana and 30 
km southeast of Delhi at 4.08 
pm. As per the nodal agency 
which monitors earthquakes, 
the exact location of the quake 
was at latitude 28.4 degrees and 
longitude 77.41 degrees. The 
quake triggered panic among 
people, with many in Delhi 
and the National Capital Re- 
gion reporting vigorous shak- 
ing of furniture. 


Powerful quake 
strikes Af again 


ISLAMABAD: A powerful 6.3 
magnitude earthquake struck 
western Afghanistan on Sun- 
day, just over a week after strong 
quakes and aftershocks killed 
thousands of people and flat- 
tened entire villages in the same 
province. 

The US Geological Survey said 
the latest quake's epicentre was 
about 34 kilometres (21 miles) 
outside Herat, the provincial 
capital, and eight kilometers 
(five miles) below the surface. 
Save the Children said four peo- 
ple have died and that Herat Re- 
gional Hospital has received 153 
injured. Everything in the Ba- 
loch area of Rabat Sangi district 
has collapsed. Several villages 
have been destroyed, according 
to the aid group.

Retd HC judge 
appointed 
police plaints 
authority head

NEW DELHI: Delhi Lieu- 
tenant Governor V K Sax- 
ena has approved the ap- 
pointment of retired Delhi 
High Court judge Poonam 
A Bambaas the chairperson 
of the Police Complaints 
Authority, Raj Niwas offi- 
cials said on Sunday. 

The Police Complaints 
Authority (PCA) deals 
with complaints of seri- 
ous misconduct against 
police personnel, either on 
a suo motu basis or those 
received from people on 
a sworn affidavit, the Na- 
tional Human Rights Com- 
mission, the lieutenant gov- 
ernor, the chief secretary 
or the principal secretary 
(Home) of the Delhi gov- 
ernment. 

"However, no anonymous 
and pseudonymous com- 
plaints are entertained," 
the officials said. They said 
serious misconduct shall 
mean any act of commis- 
sion or omission of a po- 
lice officer that leads to or 
amounts to death, grievous 
hurt and rape or attempt to 
rape in police custody. 


Recording phone conversation without consent violates right to privacy: HC

THE Chhattisgarh High 
Court has held that record- 
ing phone conversations 
with persons without their 
knowledge and consent 
violates their right to privacy 
as enshrined in Article 21 of 
the Constitution of India. 

Justice Rakesh Mohan 
Pandey made the observa- 
tion while setting aside 
a family court's decision 
to allow a man to present 
phone conversations with his 
wife as part of evidence in a 
maintenance case. 

The High Court ob- 
served that when a husband 
records a wife's conversa- 
tions without her consent or 


knowledge, it would amount 
to a breach of her rights to 
privacy. 

"It appears that the 
respondent has recorded 
the conversation of the 
petitioner (wife) without her 
knowledge behind her back 
which amounts to violation 
of her right to privacy and 
also the right of the petition- 
er guaranteed under Article 
21 of the Constitution of 
India," the order stated. 

By way of background, 
the wife had filed a plea for 
maintenance before a family 
court. During these proceed- 
ings, the husband submitted 
an application under Section 
311 (power to summon 
material witness or examine 
person present) of the Code 


of Criminal Procedure 
(CrPC) to produce certain 
mobile phone conversa- 
tions with his wife that he 
had recorded. The husband 
sought to cross-examine his 


wife on these conversations 
by getting them admitted as 
evidence in the family court. 
The family court allowed 
the husband's application. 
Aggrieved by the family 


court order, the wife moved 
a plea in the High Court 
seeking to overturn the 
same. 

The wife's counsel 
contended before the High 


Court that admitting the 
phone conversations would 
amount to a breach of her 
right to privacy. 

The lawyer further argued 
that the husband had 
recorded these phone con- 
versations without the wife's 
knowledge. Therefore, these 
conversations were not ad- 
missible as evidence against 
the wife, it was asserted. 

The husband's counsel 
countered that he wished 
to present specific evidence 
to support his allegations 
against the wife. It was 
argued that the husband has 
a right to confront the wife 
with such evidence. 

The court, however, was 
not convinced by the hus- 
band's stance in the matter. 


"The Right of Privacy is an 
essential component of right 
to life envisaged by Article 
21 of the Constitution, 
therefore, in the opinion of 
this Court, the learned Fam- 
ily Court has committed an 
error of law in allowing the 
application under Section 
311 of the CrPC along with 
the certificate issued under 
Section 65 of the Indian Evi- 
dence Act. Accordingly, the 
order passed by the learned 
Family Court on 21.10.2021 
in Case No. F118/2019 is 
hereby set-aside," the court 
held. 

The court also relied on 
number of judgments on 
related issues including the 
Supreme Court judgment 
in PUCL v Union of India 


(the phone tapping case) 
wherein it was held that, 
"Telephone conversation is 
an important facet of a man’s 
private life. Right to privacy 
would certainly include 
telephone-conversation in 
the privacy of one’s home or 
office. Telephone-tapping 
would, thus, infract Article 
21 of the Constitution of 
India unless it is permitted 
under the procedure estab- 
lished by law? 

The High Court proceed- 
ed to set aside the family 
court order under challenge 
and allowed the wife's peti- 
tion. 

Advocate Vaibhav A 
Goverdhan represented the 
petitioner-wife. Advocate 
TK Jha represented the

in Veerula vagu, deep and 
narrow gorge with a good 
number of prehistoric rock 
shelters present there. 

To his surprise, at a dis- 
tance of one km from the 
ruins of the temple towards 
Koppunuru village, a rock 
bruising of a stag measuring 
20 cm in length and 15 cm 
in height was delineated on 
the cliff of rock shelter at a 
height of 10 metres was spot- 
ted by the team. The rock art 
is dated back to 4000 BCE. 

Dr Reddy said that there 
was another bruising of a hu- 


man figure on the top of it. 
Both the figures were execut- 
ed in stick type in the form of 
the stag and human figures, 
by hitting continuously with 
the stone tools and imple- 
ments by the Neolithic folk 
during their stay in the sea- 
sonable camps. Sivanagired- 
dy also noticed hand prints 
executed with white pigment 
belonging to the iron age, a 
little away from the find spot 
of the stag. 

Interestingly he could no- 
tice a few megalithic burials 
called cairn circles dating 
to around 1000 BCE in the 
agricultural fields. Further 
investigations conducted 
by the team in the fields 
of Koppunuru, remains of 
bricks (59 x29x7 cm) and 
pot sherds called redware 
of the Satavahana times (1st 
century CE) are also found.

LL political parties seem to be 
rooting for the number 9 as it 
is believed to bring success, hap- 
piness and prosperity. Pink party 
supremo K Chandrashekhar Rao 
released his manifesto on the first 
day of Navaratri Utsav. Aimed well 
at its target constituents, it prom- 
ises hike in social security pension, 
financial aid under the ‘Rythu 
Bandhw’ etc. It also promises to 
provide LPG cylinders at Rs 400 
each for certain sections. The Con- 
gress also chose the day to release 
the first list of over 50 candidates, 
accommodating almost all the 
seniors. The second list is expected 
by Thursday. 
In a strategic move, the BRS de- 
cided not to give all the ‘B Forms’ 


in one go on Sunday, causing 
much apprehensions on the ticket 
hopefuls as well as sitting MLAs. 
KCR tried to allay concerns, say- 
ing he could not sign them all and 
needs a little more time. However, 
there is a buzz the delay in ‘B’ form 
issue is a calculated move to pre- 
vent desertions by dissidents over 
denial of tickets. KCR in his mani- 
festo did some ‘cut-paste’ from 
the earlier manifestos, saying that 
some programmes need to be con- 
tinued but with higher benefits. 
He seems to be pinning hopes on 
the beneficiaries of such schemes, 
promising higher outgo if his 
party is re-elected. As the thrust 
would be on retaining their trust, 
his election campaign may see less 


of rhetoric and more of emphasis 
on transformation in people's lives 
on account of these sops. KCR is 
clearing banking on this welfare 
mantra to get him better results, by 
raising the quantum of aid, rather 
than come out with new schemes. 
He seems to reckon that this strat- 
egy could help him endear his BRS 
party to around 1.5 crore people. 
Even if about 40% of beneficiaries 
vote for it, BRS can easily romp 
home for a record third consecu- 
tive term. Losing a few seats would 
not matter thus. A bird in hand is 
worth two in bush, indeed. 

As far as Congress is concerned, 
ticket allotment after a fierce 
competition among the aspirants 
naturally led to protests; some 


burnt photos of TPCC president 
A Revanth Reddy. However, such 
protests are not uncommon, es- 
pecially in a party like Congress. 
The heat is expected to die down 
soon. Revanth Reddy is ratcheting 
up the Congress pitch for power. 
He is actively wooing his former 
colleagues in TDP and personally 
meeting them. Among the names 
expected to bolster Congress ranks 
are Mandava Venkateshwara Rao 
and Revuri Prakash Reddy, cur- 
rently twiddling their thumbs in 
BRS. A former TDP minister and 
a close confidante of former CM N 
Chandrababu Naidu, Mandava is 
unhappy as he expected RS nomi- 
nation after joining BRS after the 
state bifurcation. Congress may 


agree to field him from Nizamabad 
Rural. Interestingly, senior Con- 
gress leader Ponnala Lakshmaiah 
who left the party is getting ready 
to board the pink car. He may not 
get a ticket but could be assured of a 
party post or MLC seat later. 

Next week may witness inter- 
esting switchovers, as all parties 
would be battle-ready by Vijaya- 
dasmi. With netas so far switch- 
ing only between Congress and 
BRS, it remains to be seen what 
the saffron party strategy will be. It 
is still dragging its feet on naming 
its candidates. Will it prove to be 
the Uttara Kumara of Kurukshetra 
Battle? May be. But one thing is 
certain it will not cross the single 
digit in the elections. 


Radicalisation behind Hamas attack

HE ‘terrorist’ charac- 
ter of the elaborately 
planned cross-border 


attack on Israel by Hamas 
cannot be defended on po- 
litical grounds of Israeli 
‘high-handedness’ in Gaza 
and West Bank and the long 
history of ‘wars’ and violent 
clashes between Israel and 
Palestine. 

The attack is Israel’s 9/11 
or 26/11 in terms of mo- 
bilisation of militants and 
war material, timing of the 
offensive to coincide with 
the weeklong celebration 
of Sukkot, the nation’s most 
important festival and use 
of the big scale rocket firing 
from Gaza as a ‘cover’ by the 
terrorists to physically cross 
into Israel to cause devasta- 
tion in the border belt by in- 
discriminately targeting the 
civilian population includ- 
ing women and children and 
even taking them hostage in 
large numbers. 

Terrorism is a covertly 
planned attack and technical 
surveillance of communica- 
tions of the leaders of ter- 
ror outfits, by itself may not 
provide a clue to what was in 
the offing. 

Hamas was originally 
in the class of Islamist or- 
ganisations represented by 
Ikhwanul Musalmeen (Mus- 
lim Brotherhood) that had 
begun in Syria and Egypt 
to oppose the pro- Left and 
secular regimes of Hafiz al 
Assad and Gamal Abdul 
Nasser and call for estab- 
lishment of an Islamic rule. 
It termed Quran as the best 
Constitution and professed 
that sovereignty belongs 
only to Allah. 

Its political stance pleased 
the West. Its descendant in 
South Asia was the Jamaat- 
e-Islami founded by Maul- 
ana Abul Ala Maudoodi 
which remained in the good 
books of the British in the 
run-up to Independence 


and became an advocate 
of the Sharia- based rule in 


Pakistan. Jamaat became the 
main instrument of Nizam- 
e-Mustafa declared by Gen 
Ziaul Haq. 

Hamas was established in 
Palestine in the 80s as an off- 
spring of Palestinian Branch 
of Muslim Brotherhood 
with its ideological affilia- 
tion with the Jamaat as well 
and intrinsic opposition to 
the secular Palestine Libera- 
tion Organization (PLO) led 
by Yassir Arafat. 

Pakistan meanwhile had 
led the anti-Soviet armed 
campaign in Afghanistan 
on the war cry of Jihad us- 
ing the Jamaat’s Hizbul Mu- 
jahideen (HuM) and Saudi 
funded Lashkar-e-Taiba 
(LeT) as its main weapons. 
Al Qaeda and its affiliate 
Taliban also joined in at the 
instance of Pakistan and 
when the first Emirate was 
established at Kabul in 1996 
with the full support of Pa- 
kistan, all outfits wedded to 
Islam were happy. Pakistan 
managed to get recognition 
of the Emirate from Saudi 
Arabia and the UAE, who 
were otherwise quite dis- 
trustful of radicals. 

Mullah Omar, the Emir 
of Afghanistan, was a close 
relative of Osama bin Laden. 
It so happened that the Tali- 
ban being the product of the 
‘Wahhab? revolt of the 19th

Century against the British 
on the Indian subcontinent, 
carried an anti-West legacy 
and soon ran into a conflict 
with the US. The latter was 
compelled to work for the 
ouster of the Kabul Emirate 
and that laid the ground- 
work for 9/11. 

A developing rapport be- 
tween the Islamic regime 
and the radicals in Pakistan 
because of the appeal that 
the revivalist call of the lat- 
ter to go back to the puritan 
Islam of the days of Pious 
Caliphs, held for Muslims 
generally, spread of ‘radi- 
calisation in countries such 
as Yemen, Qatar, Syria, Iraq, 
Turkey, Malaysia and Af- 
ghanistan besides Pakistan 
and a shrinking of influence 
of Saudi Arabia in the Or- 
ganisation of Islamic Con- 
ference (OIC) because of 
its continuing deep alliance 
with US, have been the glar- 
ing features of the Muslim 
world ever since. 


The unleashing of terror- 
ist violence by Hamas has to 
be seen in the backdrop of 
the growing radicalisation in 
the Muslim world that takes 
into its sweep of indoctrina- 
tion not only discontented 
youth but even the thinking 
Muslims by spreading the 
belief that deviation from 
the ‘golden period’ of Islam 
was responsible for all the 
ills of the Muslim societies. 
The radicals alleged that the 
overbearing policies of US 
and its allies put Islam in 
danger and that the situation 
demanded recourse to jihad. 

Increasing control of Is- 
rael the closest ally of US, 
on Al Aqsa mosque in Je- 
rusalem which is the third 
holiest place for Muslims -- 
adjoining the Western Wall 
on Temple Mount, the holi- 
est site of Jews -- has made 
it easy for Hamas to make it 
a fight for faith. Exclusivism 
of Islam and the pull of su- 
premacy that this faith exer- 


cised on its followers carried 
the potential for creating a 
‘war of religions. 

Politically this is generat- 
ing a sentiment against the 
US-led West and marking 
out countries like Saudi Ara- 
bia, the UAE and Egypt, who 
had been keeping up good 
relations with the US-as the 
opponents of radicalisation. 

In a bird’s eye view the 
geopolitical divide between 
US-led West represent- 
ing the democratic order 
and the world of autocratic 
regimes could be getting 
stronger. India’s natural 
place is with the former par- 
ticularly because of the real- 
ity of Sino-Pak axis working 
against India and the threat 
of cross border terrorism 
involving both radicals and 
other Pak-ISI linked mili- 
tant outfits showing no signs 
of decline. 

Those finding fault with 
Israel for creating conditions 
that led to the attack, dis- 
card outright the suggestion 
made by US and others that 
there should be two states - 
Palestine and Israel - in the 
region. They advised India 
not to ‘weaken’ its friend- 
ship with the Arab world 
but disregarded the fact that 
India’s relations with Saudi 
Arabia, UAE and Egypt are 
now elevated to the level of 
strategic partnership. The 
world today needs interna- 
tional relations based not 
on considerations of religion 
but of global security and 
economic advancement. The 
Delhi summit of G20 under 
India’s Presidency clearly es- 
tablished this vision. 

Terrorism driven by the 
motivation rooted in no- 
tions of supremacism of 
‘faith can be deadly and 
can never be supported as a 
means for achieving politi- 
cal settlements. Shia extrem- 
ism under the Ayatollahs of 
Iran is against US and West- 
ern Capitalism and is on the 
same side of the fence as 


Sunni radicals in so far as 
their hostility towards West 
was concerned. Islamic mili- 
tants had taken on the pow- 
erful Soviet army in Afghan- 
istan once and they could 
hold on against Israel in an 
asymmetric warfare mode. 
The Israel- Hamas conflict 
may proceed on an unchar- 
tered course. Already some 
2500 people on both sides 
lost their lives and nearly 
4000 were injured in the first 
three days of the conflict. 

India is firm against acts 
of terrorism but it would be 
interested in a settlement of 
the political dispute between 
Palestinians and Israel. A 
major issue would be to 
evolve an adjustment about 
worship at Al Aqsa mosque 
being allowed in a regulated 
manner while the identity 
of Temple Mount was se- 
cured without any reserva- 
tions from the Arab side. 
Ukraine-Russia_ confronta- 
tion was triggered by con- 
flict of political ideology but 
Hamas- Israel violent face 
off is primarily anchored on 
causes concerned more with 
religion than with political 
identities of Palestine and 
Israel. These developments 
can adversely affect both 
global security and world 
economy. Indias dictum 
that ‘this is not an era of war’ 
should be heeded and resto- 
ration of peace between Is- 
rael and Palestinian Author- 
ity negotiated on the basis 
of acceptance of the idea of 
two states living in peaceful 
coexistence.

SCROLLING INTO STRESS 


HOW CLIMATE FEARS HIT YOUNG PEOPLE

OUNG people are suing their 

governments in the state of 
Montana and European countries, 
accusing them of not doing enough 
to protect the environment. They've 
effectively stepped up from a case 
of anxiety over the environment to 
a legal one. It is perhaps one of the 
most spectacular results of youth- 
ful concern over the environment 
and their assessment of progress on 
climate action. Those concerns are 
driving increased eco-anxiety — a 
term used to describe the emo- 
tional distress caused by the shift- 
ing environment and the growing 
climate crisis. Social media often 
feeds it. 

Young people typically use so- 
cial media for self-expression, 
social connection and informa- 
tion sharing but they face various 
challenges too. That can intensify 
their feelings of helplessness, fear 
and despair over climate change. 
This wave of negative news and im- 
agery can create a sense of urgency 
that young people might struggle 
to process, leaving them anxious 
about the state of the planet and its 
future. 

It begs the question: how to ease 


young peoples eco-anxiety while 
still using social media for envi- 
ronmental awareness? The global 
survey on climate anxiety among 
children and people aged 16 to 25 
years from 10 countries, including 
Brazil, India, Nigeria, Philippines 
and Australia, revealed that they 
are extremely worried and feel sad, 
powerless, helpless and betrayed 
by their governments. This survey 
also revealed that the adverse im- 
pacts on daily life from the climate 
crisis were greater for youth in the 
Global South. 

While problem-focused cop- 
ing has seen young people engag- 
ing more in climate action and 
activism, the unpleasant emotions 
— including frustration over gov- 
ernments’ lack of political will and 
action — is contributing to the ris- 
ing eco-anxiety and poor mental 
health. A study found that individ- 
uals experiencing eco-anxiety had 
higher rates of depression, anxiety, 
stress, lower self-reported mental 
health and functional impairment. 
Eco-anxiety is compounding the 
pre-existing mental health issues 
of young people that are often ne- 
glected or overlooked. 

The World Health Organization 
reports that globally one in seven 
10 to 19 year-olds live with a men- 


tal health condition, with suicide 
being the fourth-leading cause of 
death among 15 to 29-year-olds. It 
is crucial for them to receive timely 
and appropriate mental health sup- 
port. Eco-anxiety was found to 
have a significant correlation with 
the rate of exposure to informa- 
tion about the impacts of climate 
change, the amount of attention 
paid to climate change information 
and what is seen as acceptable by 
peers. Social media plays a critical 
role in this exposure to informa- 
tion and can significantly influ- 
ence cognitive biases that increase 
the tendency to trust and circulate 
information that fits with existing 


beliefs or political inclinations. 
These biases are magnified in a 
digital landscape where biased so- 
cial media algorithms often create 
echo chambers and filter bubbles. 
Those algorithms will reinforce 
existing viewpoints. Social media 
giants like Facebook and X (for- 
merly known as Twitter) employ 
algorithms that tailor the users’ 
content based on online sponsor- 
ship, promotions, and predicted 
emotional reactions, regardless of 
whether these reactions are of joy, 
sympathy or anger. This overex- 
posure to unbalanced and biased 
information about climate change 
can deepen the effects of eco-anx- 


iety and the general mental health 
on the young, especially those with 
pre-existing conditions. 

Building media literacy educa- 
tion into schools and youth net- 
works to increase awareness about 
climate change is also part of the 
solution. Schools could actively en- 
gage with youth-led climate initia- 
tives. There are also youth-driven 
platforms that allow them to en- 
gage positively in climate action. 
Including young peoples voices 
and experiences is crucial in un- 
derstanding the impacts of social 
media and eco-anxiety on their 
mental health and helping govern- 
ments develop effective programs. 

A 2022 study found that positive 
news stories about climate action 
can help young peoples mental 
and social well-being. Govern- 
ments could drive this by estab- 
lishing youth advisory boards and 
collaborating with social media 
and news platforms to formulate 
appropriate climate change re- 
porting guidelines. This initiative 
will ensure that young people’s 
voices are considered in the de- 
cision-making process and that 
social media and news platforms 
actively contribute to strengthen- 
ing youth action and well-being 
around climate change.

This ancient craft is re- 
nowned for producing stun- 
ning saris, particularly those 
adorned with silver zari and 
fine zari work, which en- 
hance the beauty of women 
across the region and capti- 
vate the hearts of connois- 
seurs far and wide, including 
enthusiasts in Kerala, Tamil 
Nadu, and Karnataka. 


This time-honoured art 
form has thrived in the hands 
of skilled artisans, with thou- 
sands of families excelling 
in the handloom industry 
across villages in Venkatagiri, 
Paturu and Nellore rural. 

The distinctive Jandani 
work which features symmet- 
rical designs on both sides of 
the sari, stands as a testament 


to the remarkable craftsman- 
ship of the weavers in this re- 
gion. Additionally, the cotton 
saris are celebrated for their 
vibrant Changavi colours, 
showcasing the artisans’ ex- 
ceptional skills. 

A significant contribution 
to this craft comes from pri- 
mary societies, comprising 
660 members across 22 so- 


cieties who work tirelessly. 
These artisans actively par- 
ticipate in handloom textile 
exhibitions organised by the 
Central and State govern- 
ments. Their products are 
made available in APCO gar- 
ment centres and sold online, 
as well as in local markets. 

In a notable development, 
the SPKM Indian Institute 
of Handloom Technology, 
Venkatagiri, was established 
in 1992 under the Ministry 
of Textiles, Government of 
India. This institute, spread- 
ing over 25 acres and under 
the administrative control of 
the AP Handlooms & Textiles 
Commissioner, plays a piv- 
otal role in creating employ- 


ment opportunities. It offers a 
range of courses in handloom 
and textile technology, nur- 
turing the next generation of 
artisans. 

The government has also 
been proactive in support- 
ing the handloom weavers 
of Venkatagiri. Over the past 
five years, the State govern- 
ment has provided an annual 
grant of Rs 24,000 to modern- 
ise the looms, known as ‘Ne- 
tanna Nestham, to every han- 
dloom worker in the region. 
Also, handloom cooperative 
societies and individual ar- 
tisans receive essential raw 
materials like yarn and silk at 
subsidised rates through the 
National Handloom Devel- 


opment Corporation. 

District Collector K Ven- 
kataramana Reddy said that 
in a promising development, 
Jigisha Tiwari Mishra, repre- 
senting the Invest India Team 
Committee, is scheduled to 
visit Venkatagiri in Tirupati 
district on October 17 and 
conduct an in-depth ex- 
amination of the handloom 
products, saris, and hand- 
looms of Venkatagiri, engag- 
ing directly with the skilled 
artisans who have benefitted 
under various schemes of the 
government. 

The committee will assess 
the eligibility of Venkata- 
giri handlooms whether they 
meticulously adhere to the 
competitions guidelines and 
subsequently provide an as- 
sessment report regarding its 
qualification for the ODOP 
award. He expressed the hope 
that the handloom products 
of Tirupati district will get 
the award.

Deeparadhana of Poems was 
followed by The Shadow Trilogy - Shadow in the Mirror, Where Shadows Fol- 
low and Shadows Never Lie, and Classic Tales from The Panchatantra (all by 
Readomania). 

She has short stories in around twenty-five anthologies along with other 
writers. Her book ‘Defying Destiny: Nalini Chandran - A Life Sketch’ won the 
Salismania Best Novel of the Year for Non-Fiction in the year 2022. In 2023, 
Deepti’s book titled “Classic Tales from Shakespeare” was published. It has ten 
classic stories adapted from the original plays of the Bard. Deepti’s latest book 
is titled “The Dance and the Trance’ and is based on the life of a temple oracle 
in Kerala. 

In an exclusive conversation with Hans India, Deepti shares about her jour- 
ney. Let’s have a look into it. 


What is the key theme and/or message in the two latest books that have been 
published this year? What do you hope your readers take away from these 
books? 
I have always tried to work around diverse genres. I have written non-fiction, 
fiction, thrillers, poetry, biography, anthologies and children’s literature. In 2023, 
I was fortunate to see two of my books out in print. The first one is titled ‘Classic 
Tales from Shakespeare’ (Readomania) and a project where I sought to demystify 
the age-old plays of the Bard for young and not-so-young minds. It is a book that 
I am extremely proud of, and I do hope that it will bring the modern generation 
closer to the works of the greatest playwright of all times, mainly because once 
you remove the elaborate, yet fascinating, trappings, there are many universal 
themes, relevant even in the modern age, that nestle under.

TM new tech to generate electricity DU invites applications for

RESEARCHERS at the In- 
dian Institute of Technology 
(IIT) Madras have developed 
a combined power generation 
technology that can generate 
electricity from both tidal and 
wind sources. 

It is an energy converter 
system that generates electric- 
ity in coastal areas to reduce 
electricity demand and can be 
deployed as a mobile vehicle 
for power generation, trans- 
mission and storage depend- 
ing on the power require- 
ments in the coastal area. 

A wind turbine mounted 
on a vehicle’s roof will employ 
the converter technology to 
generate wind energy as well 
as convert tidal energy into 
electrical energy. 

The energy output of the 
system or gadget is entirely 
renewable and sustainable. 
The roof-mounted solar panel 


could also be used to power 
other equipment on mobile 
vehicles. 

“This technology will po- 
tentially entail fewer expen- 
ditures, require less mainte- 
nance and produce clean and 
sustainable energy. It can also 
be utilised as a mobile vehicle. 
With a lot of potential and the 
rare capacity to be entirely 
predictable, tidal energy is 
a clean, sustainable energy 
source. The potential indus- 
try partners of this technol- 
ogy include companies in the 
power sector, solar and wind 
energy,’ said Sadham Usean 
Ramasamy, research scholar, 
at the department of Mechan- 
ical Engineering, IIT Madras. 

“The current invention 
creates electricity using only 
one vertical axis wind tur- 
bine, a horizontal converter 
mechanism, and no hydraulic 
set generator based on pen- 
dulum support. The current

Google's Al-powered Search now lets 
you create images from text

GOOGLE has rolled out the ability 
to create images with its genera- 
tive AI-powered Search Generative 
Experience (SGE), meaning users 
will now be able to create images 
right from a text prompt. 

It is a similar feature which 
Google's competitor Microsoft of- 
fered in Bing Chat using OpenAI’s 
DALL-E model since March. 

Additionally, Google will now 
allow users to write drafts within 
SGE and customise the output by 
changing the length or tone of the 
writing. 

“As we continue to experiment 


with bringing generative AI capa- 
bilities into Search, we're testing 
new ways to get more done as 
you're searching - like creating an 
image that can bring an idea to life, 
or getting help on a written draft 
when you need a starting point,” 
Google said in a blogpost. 

As explained by the company, 


if users search for something like 
“draw a picture of a capybara wear- 
ing a chef’s hat and cooking break- 
fast”, SGE will provide up to four 
generated images in the results. 

By tapping on any of those im- 
ages they will see how generative 
AI has expanded their initial query 
with descriptive details. 

The image generation capability 
is only available in English in the 
US, to people who opted into the 
SGE experiment and who are 18 
years or older, Google said. 

The tech giant also has an 
upcoming tool called ‘About this 
image’ that will help people easily 
assess the context and credibility 
of images. The company has built

A row erupted on Saturday, 
with opposition parties ex- 
pressing shock over the mat- 
ter. However, the Army said 
since Singhs cause of death 
was a self-inflicted gunshot 
injury, no guard of honour or 
military funeral was provided 
in accordance with the exist- 
ing policy. 

Addressing a press confer- 
ence here, senior AAP leader 
Raghav Chadha said Singh's 
family will not be entitled to 
pension, while he will not be 
accorded the status of a mar- 
tyr. Singh, who was serving 


with a battalion of the Army’s 
Jammu and Kashmir Rifles 
unit in the Poonch sector, was 
cremated on Friday at his na- 
tive village in Punjab’ Mansa 
district. 

“No Army unit came to 
hand over his body. His body 
was brought in a private am- 
bulance and he was not given 
any military honour. But the 
police gave him state honours 


during his last rites” Chadha 
said. He said this “raises seri- 
ous questions” over the poli- 
cies of the BJP-led Centre. 
“The Punjab government, 
led by Chief Minister Bhag- 
want Mann, will be giving an 
amount of Rs 1 crore as Sam- 
man Rashi to the family of 
Amritpal Singh and will also 
accord the status of a martyr 
to him.

BSORBING mild 

shocks triggered by 
weak commentary and earn- 
ings from IT majors and the 
geo-political tensions from 
Israel-Hamas_ conflict; the 
domestic stock market re- 
bounded smartly from lows 
of the week and clocked half 
a percent gains amid consoli- 
dation for the week ended. 
Fall in CPI inflation, healthy 
industrial productionand ex- 
pectations of good Q2 earn- 
ings have kept the sentiment 
positive. NSE Nifty inched 
up 100 points to 19,751, and 
BSE Sensex rose 287 points 
to 66,283 points. In line with 
benchmark indices, in the 
broader market the Nifty 
Midcap and Smallcap indi- 
ces also gained around half 
a percent each. Elevated US 
bond yields continued to 
impact the FII flows as they 
remained net sellers in In- 
dia for the third consecutive 
month. FIIs net sold Rs2,200 
crore worth of shares in the 
cash segment last week, tak- 
ing the total current month 


outflow to Rs10,600 crore, 
though DIIs managed to off- 
set to a large extent by buying 
nearly Rs8,400 crore worth 
shares during the month. 

The speech in next week by 
the US Fed Chairman Jerome 
Powell will also be an impor- 
tant factor to focus on, as Fed 
is still in favour of one more 
rate hike by the end of 2023, 
indicating higher rates for a 
longer time to fight inflation. 
Market participants would 
closely monitor the Q2 earn- 
ings season which has high 
expectations from like sec- 
tors Auto, Finance and Oil & 
Gas. In the primary market 
next week, Gujarat-based gas 
distribution company IRM 
Energy will open its Rs545- 
crore IPO on October 18 and 
close on October 20, with a 
price band of Rs480-505 per 
share.

Amid sector and stock- 
specific action, the deriva- 
tives segment exhibited 
mixed performance over 
the past week.
